OF SMALL CHILDREN 


During the months from May to 
there is a “Terror that 
walks by night’? a whisper of whose 
}resence make parents tremble This 
dreaded thing is Acute Poliomyletis— 
Infantile Paralysis 

Infantile Paralysis is a germ dis- 
ease. It occurs most often in the 
months May to November and most 
ctten among children though adults 
are not by any means immune. The 
disease affects all races, all classes 
and all parts of the world, but is more 
prevalent in colder climates. The ro- 
bust child falls a victim as readily as 
the delicate child 

During an epidemic, rural- com- 
munities suffer more than cities 

Infantile Paralysis in its beginning 
resembles may other contagious dis- 
eases. A child that has been perfectly 
well will become restless and drowsy 
He is irritable, and does not want to 
be moved. There may be vomiting or 
diarrhoea, but constipation is the rule 
There may be headache, pains in the 
muscles, or a convulsion. The child is 
feverish. That may be all that ap- 
pears and yet within one or two days 
the child may be unable to move arms 
er legs 

If a child appears to have fever, 
vomiting and marked restlessness, 
put him to bed, and call a doctor prom 
tly No matter how mild the sickness 
may seem, “get a doctor. While wait- 
ing give a dose of Castor Oil. Keep 
ati other children away 

If there is an epidemic, keep your 
children away from crowds, from mov 
ies, theatres, dances, etc, Keep them 
from homes where there is sickness. 
Keep the house clean, using plenty of

éd, and cleaned daily. Keep out flies 
and other insects. Let in fresh air and 
sunlight—they are Nature’s killer or

Europe? And what és the motive be] 


hind a statement which is so far from 
the actual facts of the case? Time 
end again I have heard Col. Dennis 
of the C.P.R. say something to this 
effect, “there are only four million 
people in the British Isles connected: 
with the land and anybody who tried 
te get them to leave the Old Country 
ought to be hanged Therefore the C.P 
R must go to the Continent to look 
for agricultural settlers’ Now there is 
just enough truth in this attitude of 
mind to make the suggestion that we 
must open the door of Canada to the 
Continental pass muster with the un 
thinking crowd. The statement is be- 
ing made repeatedly “that we cannot 
get settlers from the British Isles to 
go on land therefore etc,” and’ it is 
mostly made by those who are work 
ing in the interests of these railway 
and steamship lines. But those who 
are working solely for the interests 
of Canada cannot accept the argu- 
ment as sufficient reason for filling 
this country with Continentals 

In the first place we can take all 
the four million agriculturalists from 
Great Britain. we can persuade to 
come..The British Government. have 
never ‘objected and théy can replace 
with some of the unemployed people 

In the second place we do not need 
more than 100,000 immigrants each 
year and of that number we can eas- 
ily get 75,000 from the British Isles, 
5000 French and 10,000 Scandinavians 
and the other 10,000 from the ag- 
ricultural relatives of the Continent- 
als already here. In the third place 
the majority of the very best settlers 


.we have on the land in the West are 


those who are not agriculturalists in 
the Old Land. Thousands of Old Coun 
try Britishers who have made _ not 
only*good but very good, were never 
on the land until they came to Can- 
ada 

A few weeks ago Mr Thomas of 
Lloydminster was sent to England to 
represent Candd in the Dairying in 
terests. When he first came to Can 
ada he was a mechanic and today is 
cne of the leading authorities in the 
West on matters of Dairy produce 
How much did Wheeler know of 
wheat when he came to Canada. Did 
he know wheat from barley? And yet 
he has put millions of value into the 
West by his experiments in agricul- 
ture. The Hill family were soldiers 
and worked in Woolwich Arsenal in 
England and yet inside of ten years 
they had won the trophy against the 
world for Banner Oats 

After twenty-five years experience 
of settlers and settlements, I dd not 
hestitate to say that if I were select- 
ing 5,000 new settlers in the British 
Isles, I would gather up mechanics 
and railway men who had worked 
aliotments in preference to born Brit 
ish Agriculturalists 

You can teach these Old Country 
EBritishers to farm well enough to 
get a living out of the land in from 
three to five years. time. Thousands 
who were: never on the land before 
have done it. But it takes more than 
five years to teach an Italian not to 
use a knife when he disagrees with 
you and a Doukhabour that we do 
not keep police to make them keep 
their cloths on. How many years will 
it take to make loyal selfgoverning 
Britishers out of the flood of Galicians 
Ukrainians, Poles, Greeks, Jews Aus 
trians and Italians pouring into this 
country under the railway agreement

Alberta's splendid case for the sale 
of coal in Ontario and Eastern Can- 
eda was given a most encouraging 
fillup at the Canadian National Ex- 
hibition, Toronto.

hearing the brief story, asked for fur 
ther information and signed cards 
giving local coal dealers’ names and 
requesting more information 

General Steel Wares Limited, mak 
ers of McClary Stoves and Furnaces 
realized the possibilities of the situa 
tion and erected a special marquee in

MILK CONSUMPTION 


This was the title of a paper read 
by Dr G. Leighton, O.B.E., Medical 
(foods) Scottish Board of 
‘Health at the Edinburgh session of

In the paper the speaker referred 
to the investigation on the food value 
of milk conducted under the auspices 
of a Committee appointed by the Scot 
tish Board of Health with Sir Leslie 
Mackenzie as chairman, Dr J. B. Orr 
chairman of Research Committee of 


Scottish Milk and Health Association 
and.Dr Leighton 

This was a carefully devised experi 
ment to test the nutritive value of a 
whole milk, separated milk, and a con 
trol food of equal caloric value 


Special Features: The test was car 
ried out at seven centres of population 
simultaneously as _ follows:—Peter- 
head and Greenock—children were 
five and six years of age, and receiv 
ed three quarters of a pint of milk 


per school day: at Dundee and Bdin 
bargh they were eight and nine years 
and received one pint per school day: 
at Aberdeen and Paisley they were 


thirteen and fourteen years old and 


received one and a quarters pints per 
school day: Glasgow had all three 
groups 

The groups at each school number 
ed from forty to fifty, and in all a- 
bout 1400 children were involved in 
the various tests. The period of test 
was for seven months ending June 
1927 All these children living at home 
in the ordinary conditions of Scottish 
receiving at 
home the ordinary diet of such homes 
and attending school in the ordinary 
way. The milk given to them repre- 
serits an addition to their ordinary 


diet Each of the four groups were dif 
ferently treated. One group received | 


whole milk. a second group received 
separated milk, 
ceived a biscut calculated: to be 
vame energy producing value as the 
amount of separated milk. The fourth 
group were used as controls, and re- 
ceived no supplementary feeding All 
the foregoing foods were given in 
school under supervision 

The results show that the increase 
in height of all the children at the 
same age in all centres indicated very 
clearly the influence of the added milk 
diet in assisting growth, 
clearly: the failure of the added bis- 
cuit to achieve this result. At every 
age the increase in height of the 
children receiving whole milk or those 
in the “Control” groups Perhaps more 
striking still is the fact that the dif- 
ference in increase in height between 
those receiving whole milk and those 
receiving separated milk is insignifi- 
cant. The supplementary biscuit ap- 
parently fails to exercise any signifi- 


cant stimulus in the eight year old 


group, and in the five year old group 
and thirteen year old group had an 
elmost significantly retarding effect 

The increase in height in the var- 
ious ages—from five to six, was 1.55 
inches for the milk fed, as 


those who received biscuit 


Those of eight and nine years gain 
cd in height 1.48 inches against 1.12 
inches in the control group, and 1.08 


inches in the biscuit fed group 


Those of thirteen and fourteen gain 
ed in height 1.62 inches, against 1.14 
inches in the control group and 1,26

Alberta Western Area: Cutting is 
about 70 per cent completed, and 
threshing will be general in a few 
days. Frost damage has been fairly 
extensive and severe in a few case. 
It is estimated that wheat will yield 
30 bushels to the acre. Sugar-beet 
crop is in good condition. Northeast- 
ern Area: Cutting is almost finished 
and threshing is general. Practically 
all points report» heavy frost and rain 
The yield will be about-25 bushels to 
the acre, but grades may be lower 
than average. Southeastern Area: 
Threshing is nearly completed, with 
yields of from 25 to 40 bushels per 
acre and grading Nos 1 and 2 in most 
cases. There has been some slight 
frost damage in a few low lying dis 
tricts Saskatchewan. Northern Area: 
Cutting is practically completed and 
threshing is expected to be general 
this week.

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Complemental Feeding of Infants

Most babies are now being born in 
hospitals, where sanitary conditions 
are perfect and every facility for the 
care cf mother and child is at hand. 
em ing the many good things done 
for the baby during its short residence 
at the hospital the most important is 
establishing its diet on a sound basis 

Amount of Breast Milk Required 

An infant requires 2% ounces of 
breast milk per pound body weight. 
lf he is getting less than this amount 
he will rapidly exhibit signs of under 
nutrition. The way the mother esti- 
mates exactly what the baby is get- 
ting from the breast is by weighing 
him before and after each nursing for 
twenty-four hours.

ten minutes, making a total of twenty 
minutes spent at each feeding 

If the resultant figure is below that 
required for an infant of his weight 
complemental feeding must be used 
Rxample: A baby weighing eight 
pounds, needs twenty ounces of 
breast milk every twenty four. hours 
If he is getting only twelve ounces 
from the breast, he should be given 
eight ounces from the bottle to make 
up the deficiency 

Method of Complemental Feeding 

The infant is given a feeding from 
the breast every four hours, being 
allowed to nurse each breast for ten 
minutes. At the end of the twenty 
minutes he is given the feeding from 
the bottle. Generally, the baby will 
be receiving five feedings in twenty- 
four hours. The. total mixture of 
complemental food is accordingly di- 
vided into five equal portions, one of 
which is given at each feeding 

The food used for this complemen- 
tal feeding must necessarily be one 
that is as near like breast milk as 
possibly not only physically and 
chemically but, what is even more 
important, physiologically. That is to

Instead of the 
above formula we have something 
like this: Protein, 2.5 Gms., Fat, 1.5 
Gms., Carbohydrate, 8 to 12 Gms

In a number of Chicago hospitals 
the babies are now being given a feed 
ing of LACTROPON soon after birth 
As is well known the secretion of milk 
by the mother’s. breasts affords very 
little nutrition to the infant during 
the first three days. During this time 
the baby loses considerable weight. 
In these hospitals they have been able 
to materially do away with this initial

NINTH CROP REPORT 


Telegraphic reports received by the 
Department of Agriculture show har 
vesting operations proceeding : satis- 
factorily over the whole of the Pro- 
vince. A general rain on September 7 
accompanied by light snow in some 
aistricts, delayed work for two or 
three days. Other than this, weather 
conditions have been ideal. The cut- 
ting of wheat is well advanced but in 
some scattered districts from 15 to 
20 per cent is still standing. The cut- 
ting of coarse grains is proceeding 
rapidly and all harvesting should be

Threshing is under way in most 
places with approximately 7,000 ma- 
chines at work.

Oh 
yes there were doughnuts, cookies, 
cake and pie—not all at once but 
here and there as the larder at home 
could supply them 

And how did we eat those lunches 
Well at recess we got rid of the “tas 
ties” At noon we were so hungry that 
we bolted the rest—and then we dart 
¢d down the Jane to fill up on apples 
berries or whatever else grew wild or 
could be found’ beneath the trees of 
some friendly orchard owner 

Little did we care about balanced 
luncheons. Little did we think about 
such things as indigestion, acidosis, 
under-nourishment and all those 
things that school teachers now write 
notes about. We ate what our lunch- 
boxes held, suffered when the apples 
were too green and saw to it that as 
soon as we got home we could nib- 
ble on something else that grew in 
the garden in the orchard, or in our 
favorite berry patch or nut wood 

Had we only realized it those ber- 
ries, fruits, vegetables and nuts were | 
largely responsible for our health. 
Heavy school lunches of acid-produc 
ing foods wouldhave slowly sapped 
the strength from our healthy young 
Lodies without the balancing effect of 
those alkaline fruits vegetables and 
berries that we plucked here there 
and wherever we could find them 
Without knowing it we were securing 
what might almost be called medicine 
as we. picked fruit from a tree; wiped 
a golden carrot off with its own green 
leaves and started dlong the road 
munching it 

Now that the school bells are call- 
ing our own children to school what 
are we putting’ in the lunch box? Very 
few of the children of this generation 
find it convenient to locate the fruits 
berries, vegetables anc nuts that were 
so abundant in their parents’ youth 
Most of them depend largely upon the 
contents of the school lunch box itself 
to obtain a balanced meal 

Meats, fish, bread, doughnuts, “cook 
ieis and cake of most kinds are acid- 
producting in their effect This dodés 
not mean that we must not eat such 
foods, for they are healthful and nec 


essary. It does mean however that we’ 


with’ the other foods packed or it may 
form part of a salad or fruit. cup that 
is furnished the child. Occasionally it 
may be used in cake or pudding form 

The lemon lends itself to many 
tasty desserts, while a glass of lem- 
onade is far better for the school 
lunch than many of the beverages of- 
ten carried or purchased by the kid- 
dies at a nearby store 

The wise mother will not pack a 
luncheon consisting almost entirely of 
meat sandwiches, ' bread, 
cakes and pie. This would be an un- 
wise luncheon. The child might stand 
it if the evening meal were as alkaline 
as this lunch is acid but it is doubtful 
if the mother who packed such a 
lunch would have the ability to serve 
a counteracting evening meal 

Include a sandwich or two of course 
Sometimes they may contain meat or 
fish—but if both contain these foods 
see to it that they are plenty of vege 
tables and fruits to counteract them 


_Usually one meat or fish sandwich is 


sufficient The other sandwich would 


contain marmalade, jelly, or a tasty } 


, chopped fruit mixture. Minced olives) 
and baked beans; lettuce and tomato; 
chopped dates and nuts; minced rai- 
sins and nuts—any of these fillings is 
desirable 

Again, merely wrap the sandwich 
slices: in waxed paper and include a 
little dish of salad made from fruits 
and vegetables. When lunch time 
comes the child may either eat the sal 
ad with the bread or may make a 
sandwich from it on the spot 

Celery, apple and orange—there is 
a good combination. Peel oranges and 
remove all white skin. Cut into one- 
fourth inch slices and cut each slice 
into halves. Dice celery and apple and 
mix with mayonnaise. For serving at 
home you would arrange a circle of 
half slices of oranges on a lettuce-cov 
ered salad plate, fill center with apple 
and celery mixture and garnish with 
celery tips. For the school lunch, mix 
and pack as attractively as possible 
in a little dish, the bottom of which 
has been covered with a crisp leaf of 
celery.

Before driving a motor vehicle of 
any description you .should: 

Thoroughly understand the law of 
Right of Way

Thoroughly understand hand and 
arm signals 

Thoroughly understand laws relat- 
ing to passing vehicles on highways 

Thoroughly understand laws relat- 
ing to the passing of standing street 
cars.
